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BOLSHEVISM VS, DEMOCRACY 


‘The Worker’? official organ of the Workers 
Party of Canada, published in Toronto on Jan. 
2nd was distributed on the streets of Edmonton 
on Friday last. This issue champions the alleged 
coal strike in Edmonton in the name of organized 
labor. How far organized labor endorses the 
principles advocated by the worker, is a matter of 
serious interest. In a double column front page 
article the following occurs at the beginning of 
the second paragraph : 

“The seizure of power by the proletariat, 
under the leadership of the Bolshev:ki, taught 


us one great lesson. It is the necessity and 
the significance of armed revolution, even by 

@ minority. 

A little further on another endorsation of 


minority government occurs: 
“The revolutionary acts of the Bolsheviki 
‘were the heroic deeds of an organized minority 


party.” ; 

These quotations make clear that Bolshevism 
is not only not democracy, but it is the very op- 
posite. It is the active expression of the principle 
that ‘‘might is right.’’ It does not recognize any 
right of the majority rule; which is the founda- 
tion principle of democracy. It is a waste of time 
and effort to discuss principles as between bolshe- 
vism and democracy. 

Organized bolshevism using violence as @ 
means of asserting its authority is bound to over- 
come unorganized democracy that fails to use 
adequate force in its own defence. Lawless viol- 
ence must be overcome by lawful force or democ- 


racy cannot survive. 


THAT BOND SALE 


The tax-payers of the Province will learn 
with some surprise that the Provingial Govern- 
ment has sold $4,800,000 worth of Provincial 
bonds without calling for tenders or otherwise 
providing for competitive bidding. On the face 
of things a transaction of that kind will stand 
some explaining. Private sales of public securi- 
ties are wrong in principle, and usually expensive 
in practice. Bonds issued against the credit of 
the Province are the property of the tax-payers, 
quite as actually as real estate, buildings, or other 
property paid for with public money. If minis- 
ters are warranted in disposing of such securities 
to whom they please, at what price they please, 
they would be equally justified in disposing in like 
manner of any other publie property for the sale 
of which they had obtained legislative sanction. 

That the bond issue was authorized by the 
Legislature does not excuse the method adopted 
for selling it. The implication in all such cases is 
that the sale shall be made in accord with the 
procedure prescribed by law or custom, and that 
the Government shal! show every diligence to se- 
cure the largest possible number of bids, to the 
end that the best possible price shall be obtained. 
It has become the universal practice that when a 
bond issue is to be sold tenders are called for by 
public advertisement, that these tenders be opened 
in the presence of rival bidders, and the allotment 
of the issue made publicly. When a departure is 
made from this course in any respect suspicion is 
aroused and criticism invited—both justifiable— 
unless it is shown that reasons existed for making 
such departure. Governments have been wrecked 
in Canada for no greater offence than that of hay- 
ing failed to make the call for tenders wide enough 
to reach all probable purchasers. When therefore 
a Government takes to itself the right to waive 
this whole course of procedure, and sell a huge 
block of securities without inviting or even allow- 
ing competitive offers, the public are entitled to 
know why it was done, There may be reasons 
which forbade the usual practice in this instance, 
but it is difficult to imagine what they can be; 
and in any case they will need to be very convin- 
cing ones, and cannot be produced any too soon. 

It would be no justification if the price ob- 
tained for these bonds were better than appeared 
likely to come from any other source. That 
would neither explain nor warrant the failure to 
hold a public sale and to solicit offers from other 
parties. But the evidence is that the tax-payers 
of the province are out of pocket a substantial 
sum because the Government made a private deal 
for the bonds instead of putting them up to auc- 
tion in the usual way. The Toronto Globe says 
bond dealers in that city are of the opinion that 
the Province would have secured from $25,000 to 
$50,000 more for the securities if they had been 
offered in the open market. If any such sum has 
been lost by the transaction it adds to the urgeney 
of an explanation that will clear up the question 
of why a private sale was preferred to the common 
method of public tenders 

These securities are being re-offered for sale 
to private investors at a figure which will net 
them 5.20 per cent on their investment. The bond 
house of course paid less than that. It is said that | 
the basis of the sale by the Province means that 
the tax-payers will have to pay 5.34 per cent for | 
the money that actually comes into the treasury, 
The city of Winnipeg recently marketed a block 
of bonds in the same market—New York,—at ap-|

The public will 
be slow to believe that anything worse than culp- 
able negligence is involved in this deal, but it will 
be well if the Premier takes an early opportunity 
to set forth the why and wherefore of so remark- 
able a departure from the common practice. 


BACK TO IMPORT BASIS. 

The British Ministry of Agriculture reports 
that since 1918 there has been a continuous shrink- 
age in the amount of land in Great Britain devoted 
to cultivated crops, and a corresponding increase 
in the area given up to grass, until at the presen 
time the British farmers are actually working 
little more land than they did before the war | 
gan. When the enemy submarines were sending 
food ships to the bottom and the public of Great 
Britain were on rations the old country farmers 
broke up their pasture lands and made the nation 
more nearly self-sustaining in the matter of food 
products than it had been before for many gener- 
ations, The belief gained currency, and was ex- 
pressed even by Mr. Lloyd George, that Britain 
would never again become so dependent upon 
oversea supplies as it had been before the conflict. 
That notion has been short-lived. Only four years 
have elapsed since the abnormal strain was reliev- 
ed, and during a good part of that time farm pro- 
duets have brought as high, or higher, prices than 
while the war was in progress. Yet the British 
farmer has been turning his land back to grazing 
and is now cultivaitng only about as much as in 
former days of peace. In the future, as in the 
past, Britain will continue to import food and pay 
for it with manufactured goods,

AN IMMIGRATION PROJECT. 


The Salvation Army has secured the approval 
of the Dominion Government of plans to bring 
25,000 young men and women and children from 
Great Britain to Canada. From the nature of the 
work carried on by the Army in behalf of the un- 
fortunate it is to be supposed that these immi- 
grants will be drawn from the ‘‘submerged”’ 
classes in the old countries, probably many of 
them street waifs and orphans without friends or 
prospects in the home lands. It goes without say- 
ing that immigrants of these classes gathered up in 
any country would have to be sorted over care- 
fully before'they would be welcomed as residents 
of any other. In this project the reputation of the 
Army is staked on the character and behaviour of 
those who are brought over under its auspices, 
while the usual Government inspection will stand 
as a first line of defence for the exclusion of un- 
desirables. Under that double guarantee the 
scheme may be welcome to the public. But it has 
to be said that under any less assurance as to the 
quality of the migrants it would be looked upon 
with general suspicion, if not with general hostil- 
ity. Canada needs people, but the public are a 
good deal more particular than they used to be as 
to what kind of people are brought in or allowed 
to come in, 


ARE THESE WAGES FAIR? 

Is coal mining a specially privileged industry? 
Should coal miners’ wages remain at their war- 
time peak, after wages and salaries of every other 
class have been reduced because of the reduced 
buying power of the people? John L. Lewis says 
‘‘ves,’’ and offers the Herrin massacre as reason 
why. Coal is an absolute necessity of life in the 
winter of the Prairie West. The cost to the con. 
sumer is chiefly fixed by cost of labor, The con- 
sumer pays the miners’ wages in the cost of his 
coal. He pays the coal miners’ wages out of his 
own earnings. The earnings of the coal miner 
should be in proportion to the earnings of those 
who buy the coal. War-time wages to the coal 
miner paid out of the after-war wages of other 
callings is unfair to the consumer, It is an undue 
tax upon his industry and therefore upon the 
country. 

The wages of coal miners today are the same 
as they were when wheat was $2.50 per bushel; 
when cattle were 8 cents and hogs 20 cents a 
pound. Should the farmer who is now getting 80 
cents for his wheat, 3 cents for his cattle and 
8 cents for his hogs pay the same price for his coal 
as when his prices were at the peak? That he has 
to do so is simply a hold-up that reaches every 
class of the community, as well as the farmer, 

Part of the men employed in coal mining are 
called contract miners and are paid by the ton for 
the coal they take out. Other men are called com- 
pany men and are paid by the day. In one of the 
steam coal mines the pay sheets of con- 
tract miners for a fortnight in November last 
shows the following earnings of twelve miners for 
the twelve day period between pays: $178.50, 
$171.20, $167.60, $167.60 ; $162.90, $162.56, $157.75 
$156.75, 156.75, $148.75, $128.50, $124.90. This ‘s 
an average of $10.40 a day for the lowest of the 
twelve and $14.87 for the highest. Company min- 
ers get from $6.58 to $7.50 per day in the same 
mine. The day is eight hours from the time of 
entering the mine unti) leaving it with a time 
allowance for lunch, ;
